New York, January 12.—A na- 
tlon-wide round-up of all Oriental 
ineligibles will be launched Jan- 
uary 22. 

This announcement was made 
late today at Ellis Island by Leo 
Russell, chief deporting agent of 
the immigration service. 

Sweeping orders for such a 
round-up have been issued at 
Washington and a spécial force is 
to be assigned to the work, Mr. 
Russell /said. 

E. M. Kline, of the bureau of 
immigration of the department of 
labor, will have charge of the work 
and will start out from Washing- 
ton January 22 with a staff of de- 
porting agents for a tour of the 
south and west, seeking “many 
Chinese and Japanese in the United 
States who have no lawful right to 
bs here,” Mr. Russell said. 

y Came as Seamen. 

The majority of the Orientals 
came as seamen and took advan- 
tage of thelr seamen’s cards to 
come askore upon arrival of their 
vessels at United States ports, de- 
serting the ships and smuggling 
themselves into sections of the 
country remote from their landing 
Places, the deporting agent added. 

Mexicans illegally in the coun- 
try will be rounded up for depor- 
tation by the Kline force, which 
will be under orders to hunt for 
them along the border, he said, 
adding that Orientals will be de- 
ported from San Francisco and 
Mexicans at border points.

he was a vitcim to the extent of 
more than $1,000, William Morris is 
lodged in the Fulton county fal) 
charged with robbery. In the wom. 
an's. ward, the young wife of the 
prisoner, who, according to the ac- 
cuser, was the lure employed in the 
alleged crime, is held a prisoner. 

The accuser is Thomas Longs- 
worth, a.middle-aged and apparently 
welkto-do machinist, employed by 
the Southern Motor company. He 
prosecuted the search himself. which 
culminated in Morris’ arrest in Phil- 
adelphia, and his subsequent extra- 
dition to Atlanta. The search has 
been patiently prosecuted since last 
June. 

According to the story that Longs- 
worth told the solicitor general, he 
met Mrs. Morris last spring in a 
second-hand bookshop on Forsyth 
street,which he had a habit of vis- 
iting each afternoon. Mrs. Morris 
seemed fond of diggging around in 
the musty volumes, and they soon 
struck up an acquaintance. 

“All Was Not Happy.” 

Later she grew more confidential. 
His story is that she confided in 
him that all was not happy in her

protests that the relations then and 
always were purely platonic. but 
admits that he gave Mrs. Morris cer- 
tain little presents and showed her 
some attention. 

Hewas afterwards invited to the 
Morris home on West Peachtree 
street for dinner. There he met Mor- 
ris and enjoyed. an excellent mea! 
He became.» frequent visitor at the 
home, 

In Juns be met Mrs. Morris on the 
street. She informed him that her 
husband had @@parted from Atlanta 
and, he says, suggested a qulet little 
supper party at the home He ac- 
cepted the invitation. 

The supper was delightfully in- 
formal. Mrs. Morris insisted that 
he remove his coat and collar. It 
was so hot, she suggested, that he 
couldn’t eat comfortably otherwise. 
The usual satisfactory meal con- 
cluded he noticed that his coat and 
collar had been removed from the 
ehair on which he had placed them, 
At that time he at- 
tached no significance to this. 

Finds Coat and Collar. 

When Mrs. Morris, according to 
his story, invited him into a bed- 
room “to show him something.“ he 
again assented.“ There he noticed 
his coaf, céllar and tie hanging in 
attractive disarray on a chair. He 
had hardly taken this in when 
Morris entered through a window. 

Had Revolver, He Says. 

He was pointing a formidable 
revolver, claims the accuser, and 
with a curse declared “Now I've 
caught you. I’ve been suspecting 
this a long time.” Longworth also 
says that he noticed that every 
door and window had been sud- 
denly closed. “I was barricaded in 
that room,” he told the solicitor. 

Continuing his narrative, he re- 
lated that Morris ordered him to 
put on his clothes and march, say- 
ing, “Don’t start anything. I can 
pull \this trigger lots faster than 
you Can move.” Longworth was 
walked from the Morris home to 
the Terminal hotel. 

There Morris explained, accord- 
ing to Longworth, that he was a 
secret service man and was going 
out after a counterfeiter. He wish- 
ed to keep him in his room all 
night, preparatory to taking an 
early morning train out. The ho- 
tel employees were therefore not 
surprised when Morris . came in 


parading: a ¢owed looking man be- 
fore him. 

Longsworth says that both re- 
mained up all night, Morris stand- 
ng guard with drawn pistol, and 
that during the night he had been 
compelled to write a check for $500 
and promptly at 9 o’clock the next 
morning, he was commanded to 
march to the bank. There, with the 
threatening pisto) still chilling his 
spine, he was forced to cash the 
check, he claims, and then pre- 
emptorily told to hurry away after 
he had turned over the money.

Attitude of the Education 
Board Towards Council 
Cordial and Co- opera- 
tive, Says President 

Gaines. 


With estimated needs of the 
school department, $473,000 in ex- 
cess of its anticipated income of 
$1,186,000 for this year, a serious 
problem was presented to the 
finance committee of council Wed- 
nesday afternoon, which was still 
unsolved at the hour of adjourn- 
ment. 

The only retrenchment policy 
possible, that of reducing the 
teachers’ salaries to partially meet 
the deficit, was promptly frowned 
upon by the majority of the com- 
mittee, and it seems more than 
likely that the schools will have to 
travel through the year carrying a 
‘large shortage. 

At the end of 1920 the books of 
‘the school department showed a 
deficit of $111,000, chiefly brought 
about through the necessity for a 
series of extraordinary and unfore- 
seen expenditures. The rebuilding 
of Milton Avenue school, which was 
destroyed by fire early in the year, 
was one. Erection of annexes at 
‘other schools to provide for over- 
flow conditions were others. 

Deficit Brought Over. a 

Last year’s deficit was brought 
over and is included in the $473,000 
threatened shortage in 1921. Ac- 
cording to the budget of the school 
department which was adopted at 
a meeting of the board of educa- 
tion hel@ early Wednesday after- 
noon, $1,659,219 will be required 
for maintenance of the schools this 
year. 

The department’s 22 per cent 
share of the city’s anticipated rev- 
enue would be approximately 
$1,186,000. With these facts before

co-operative one, despite reports to 
the contrary. 

“The schools could not have run 
the past two years but for the spe- 
cial assistance given by the city 
council,” he stated. “Atlanta has 
never had a mayor more interest-' 
ed in our city schools than the 
present mayor. He has advocated 
measures in the interest of our 
schools at the risk of his own pop- 
ularity, and the schools have re- 
ceived more money during the past 
two years than ever before in their 
history. Certainly, as long as our 
Schoo] board gets itg funds as it 
does now it will pay to be on good 
terms with the city government.” 

ä MeCalley Speaks. 

Commissioner W. L. Mecalley. 
Jr., chairman of the board's finance 
committee, also spoke, describing 
the state of the schools, with par- 
ticular reference to the outworn 
buildings and the overcrowded sit- 
uation. 

Vice Chairman Nutting asked Su- 
perintendent Dykes what he would 
suggest as a permanent solution of 
school necessities in Atlanta. Mr. 
Dykes replied that with reference 
to new buildings he has taken the 
position all along that bonds should 
be issved for their erection.

Buchanan, chairman .of the 
sewer committee, told the finance 
committee that an appropriation of 
$1,300,000 would be necessary to 
install a camplete sewerage sys- 
tem, but that the $170,000 asked 
for would enable the department 
to relieve the worst 
which now exist. 

This amount is divided as fol- 
lows: Second ward, $9,226; third 
ward, $5,500; fourth ward, $35,650; 
fifth ward ward, $6,850; eighth 
ward, $45,778; ninth ward, $20,000; 
tenth ward, $17,500; eleventh ward, 
$9,995. To these amounts is added 
$9,378 for the repairs of the inter- 
cepting sewers and the disposal 
plant, and $10,000 to provide earth 
pretection for concrete trunk sew- 
ers. A number of prominent citi- 
zens were present to urge appro- 
priations or various sewerage 
projects. 

New Motor Equipment. 

Fifty-two thousand dollars was 
voted’ into the finance sheet by the 
committee for added motor equip- 
ment in the sanitary department. 
This amount is distributed as fol- 
lows: Four motor washing ma- 
chines, $34,000; one five-ton ash 
truck, $5,000; one motor gutter 
cleaner, $4,600; one garbage truck,

Funds. 


Washington, Jariuary 12.—The 
house went up and down the lad- 
der in voting today on appropria- 
tions for enforcement of the prohi- 
bition law. 

First rejecting an amendment to 
the pending appropriation measure 
on which the bureau of internal 
revenue would be given $100,000,000 
to break up outlaw liquor traffic, 


the house adopted 86 to 48 the 
amendment for Representative Vol- 
stead, of Minnesota, father of the 
law, increasing the total from $6,- 
500,000 to $7,100,000. Before this 
vote was taken, the house, jumping 
from one extreme to the other, de- 
feated without count an amendment 
limiting the amount to $100,000,900. 
There was a tinge of old-time pro- 
hibition bitterness in the half hour 
preceding the final clearing away 
of the whole question as to how 
far congress should go in making 
the country “bone dry.” 

Volstead’s Warning. 


Pleading for a larger sum than 
had been fixed by tHe appropria- 
tions committee in framing the leg- 
islative, executive and judicial bill, 
Mr. Volstead gave warning that the 
country would be heard from if it 
was the policy of congress to cut 
down appropriations and make the 
job of enforcement a joke. Mr. 
Volstead said he merely proposed 
a figure ‘nearer that which the at- 
torney general had requested. 

Representative Gallivan, democrat, 
Massachusetts, Bave the house its 
first indication that a fight was 
brewing by proposing to make the 
appropriation $100,000,000. Taking 
up the statement of Mr. Volstead 
that a good part ef the money spent 
would come back in fines, he said: 
“Why this time let’s go the limit.

V. Stefansson Finds That 
Heavy Overcoat Is Not 
Only Fashionable, But 
Mighty Comfortable, 
During Visit to Atlanta. 


Atlanta is proverblally hospitable. 
It proved so yesterday when it fur- 
nished polar weather for the ad- 
vent of V. Stefansson, famous. Arc- 
tic explorer, who was passing 
through the city after lecturing to 
the girls of Brenau college at 
Gainesville Tuesday night. 

But despite the fact that Mr. Stef- 

anson thrived for five years in lands 
where they wear furs the year 
around, just like * modern /maids, 
while he was walking about At- 
lanta with the wind howling and 
the temperature tumbling he seemed 
to relish the comfort of a heavy 
overcoat, a garment that looked as 
if it had had personal Artic expe- 
rience itself. 
While in Atlanta the explorer was 
the guest of Russell Bridges, of 
the Bridges Lyceum bureau, under 
which direction he is making his 
southern lecture tour. 

A Dapper Dresser. 
Personally he gives no indication 
of being the hardy, daring seeker 
after unknown places and unknown 
perils that his history shows him. 
He is a dapper dresser, small in 
frame and is clean shaven, despite 
the tradition that explorers must 
have an expanse of mustache or 
beard. 

As a matter of fact, most of his 
life has been spent in destroying 
exploration traditions. He consid- 
ers one of his most noteworthy 
achievements the fact that he vis- 
ited uncharted islands in the Arc- 
tic, remained there five years, came 
back in splendid condition and 
started out with just enough sup- 
plies to carry him to the borders 
of civilization. 

That expedition was made for 
the Canadian government for the 
purpose of charting and surveying 
a number of the Dominion’s insular 
and practically unknown posses- 
sions in the Arctic. 

“Everyone laughed at me,” he 
said Wednesday, “when I started on 
this trip without establishing sup- 
ply. bases at frequent intervals as 
I made my way north. 

“But my previous experience in 
the Arctic had very firmly estab- 
lished the theory in my mind ‘that 
more thorough and rapid work could 
be done by abandoning the greatest 
part of the customary polar expe- 
dition’s equipment. I believe that 
this was particularly true in regard 
to the food supply. 


A Different Theory. 


“Up to the time I made this five- 
year trip, every polar expedition 
had carried sufficient food to sus- 
tain them for the entire length of 
tims the party believed it would 
be out. My theory is that an ex- 
pedition’s success largely depends 
on the ability of that expedition tro 
exist on the supplies that the ex- 
plored country affords. 

“This, of course, meant 
expedition would have 
for five years on a diet of meat, 
blubber and fish. The Eskimos 
thrive on this diet, and I believed 
that a white man could do the 
same. We proved it. We not only 
lived on this diet, but we thrived 
on it and more than that, we en- 
joyed it. ,

T oFrame It, Despite Foreign 
Exchange Conditions, 
ys Fordney. 


Washington, January 12.—Re- 
publican leaders in congress propose 
to frame a workable permanent tar- 
iff law despite the chaotic foreign 
exchange situation and the uncer- 
tainties of foretgn labor conditions, 
Chairman Fordney of the house 
ways and means committ declared 
today düring discussion br a revis- 
ion of the Underwood act.. 

Witnesses before the committee 
called attention to what they de- 
scribed as a concentrated effort on 
the rt of Europeans, especially 
English and Germans, to rush their 
products to America as a means of 
hastening a readjustment of adverse 
exchange rates. The statements 
brought from Representative Gar- 
ner, democrat, Texas, a question as 
to whether it were possible at pres- 
ent to draft a law which would meet 
future conditions, assuming ex- 
change rates would be restored to 
an equilibrim within a year or two. 

‘I think it will be impossible,”

that will be workable under the 
present conditions.

Dennison, Texas; Omaha, Nashville, 
Toledo, Cincinnati, Middletown, 
Ohio; Topeka, Terre Haute, Atlan- 
tic City, Fort Wayne, Atlanta, 
Jacksonville, Fla.; Palm Beach and 
Dallas, Texas.

Washington, January 12.—Rall- 
roads earned 357,741,937 during No- 
vember, or $41,544,063 less than was 
expected under the increased rates, 
according to figures announced to- 
day by the association of railway 
executives. The figures show a loss 
of about one per cent over the Octo- 
ber earnings, it is said. 

Total operating revenue for No- 
vember was $568,697,087, which is 
34 per cent greater than in Novem- 
ber last year, while the operating 
expenses for the month were $485,- 
466,885, whieh is 29 per cent greater 
than in November, a year Ago. Net 
operating income, according to the 
association, was 170 per cent great- 
er than a year ago, due principally 
to the coal miners strike last year, 
which reduced greatly freight ton- 
nage. 

Total operating revenues for the 
eastern district were 249,424,008, 
while the expenses were 218,030,917. 
The net operating income was 320, 
109,342. 

In the southern district revenues 
were $86,759,185, and the operating 
income was $6,879,612. 

The western district showed a 
revenue of $232,513,894 and opera- 
ting expenses of $190,107,755. The 
operating income was $30,752,983. 

On the basis of the incomes re- 
ported the association said the rail- 
roads would earn but 3 1-2 per cent 
of their total valuation as fixed by 
the interstate commerce commission, 
instead of the six per cent fixed as 
a proper return in the transporta- 
tion act.

citizenship,” says the report, more 
effective labor, private construc 
tive legislation that will encourage 
home ownership, and operate to re- 
duce race suicide, divorce, careless 
destruction of property, radicalism, 
spendthrift habits and opposition to 
paternalism in the federal govern- 
ment.“ . 

The subcommittee declares that in 
England private initiative has beep 
Killed and speculative building has 
been driven from the field by fa- 
voritism in the housing laws, and 
undue discrimination in favor of 
labor.

state department by American Con- 
sul MacGowan, who added that the 
Japanese consul] there had called 
and exprssed his “profound re- 
gret.” 

The report of Consul MacGowan 
gave no details of the affair, and 
the state department, it was an- 
nounced, had requested a more 
complete report, 

Admiral Gleaves, commander of 
the American Asiatic fleet, is hur- 
rying from Shanghai to Vliadivo- 
stok to investigate the killing of 
Lieutenant Langdon, the navy de- 
partment later announced. 


Pekin, China, January 12.—A 
version of the shooting—of the 
American naval officer at Vladivo- 
stok, received in a dispatch from 
Viadivostok today,-states that aft- 
er he was shot by a Japanese sen- 
tcy at 4.o0’clock Tuesday morning 
he returned the fire with two 
shots, although wounded in the 
lung. He reached the American 
cruiser Albany of which he was 
chief engineer, and died later.

Addresses 
will be made by men who are emi- 
nently fitted to describe the ad- 
vantages of better hospitals. 

Friday afternoon wil lbe devoted 
to a scientific session at which pa- 
pers -will be read by eminent vis- 
iting surgeons. Among these will 
be Dr. Franklin H. Martin, of Chi- 
cago: Dr. John Osborn Polak, of 
Brooklyn, and Dr. Joseph Colt 
Bloodgood, of Baltimore. 

The most important feature of 
this convention will be the public 
meeting on Friday at 8 o’clock to be 
held at Wesley Memorial church. 
After the address of welcome by 
Mayor Key, Dr. Franklin. H. Mar- 
tin, of Chicago, will outline the 
aims of the American College of 
Surgeons. The college wishes to in- 
clude in its membershjp all sur- 
geons “who are of worthy charac- 
ter and who possess a practical 
knowledge of the science and art 
of surgery.“ 

Among the aims of the college 
are: First, the betterment of the 
surgeons, and second, the standard- 
ization of hosPitals.

Three of the six men, arrested 
by the Memphis police in a recent 
hotel raid and believed to be impli, 
cated in the swindling syndicate 
that operated in Atlanta, were 
brought to the tower yesterday aft- 
ernoon by county policeman Mar- 
vin Baker and Deputy Sheriff James 
E. White, following an exciting ex- 
perience encountered when they 
spirited the prisoners away from 
the Tennessee city to avoid service 


of habeas corpus papers to prevent 
the extradition. 

Plennie Miner, special investiga- 
tor in Solicitor-General John A. Boy- 
kin’s office remains in Memphis to 
fight the habeas corpus writ taken 
out by three other men flabbed in 
the raid, who are also wanted here. 

The officers who accompanied 
the prisoners declare that the stories 
emanating from Memphis that they 
had practically kidnapped their 
prisoners were largely exaggerated. 
“Mr. Miner knew that writs of ha- 
beas corpus had been obtained by 
three of them, so he just took time 
by the forelock and got the others 
away before they could obtain sim- 
ilar writs. He had the extradition 
papers, so he simply called on the 
sheriff, asked for his prisoners. 
handcuffed them and turned them 
over to us. We took them out of 
Memphis in a car and then later 
caught the train,” they explained. 

Mr. Boykin was so engrossed with 
other matters Wednesday that he 
had no opportunity to interview the 
prisoners and they would make no 
statement other than to declare 
that they had not been in Atlanta 
at any time during which the bunco 
operations are alleged to have tak- 
en place.

Method of Fighting Capi- 
tal With Capital May 
Come as Reply to Recent 
Setbacks. 


Washington, January 12.—(By the 
Associated Press.) —Labor's answer 
to recent legal legislative setbacks 
may be to fight capital with capital 
itself. 

An experiment now called “the 
Norfolk idea” conducted by the In- 
ternational Association of Machin- 
ists is being much discussed and, 
it is said, is about to be repeated 
on the Pacific coast. The Norfolk 
idea is the use of capital assets and 
credit of organized labor in the 
fight to force employers to meet 
its demands. 

As explained by E. C. Davison, 
secretary of the machinists, there 
was a strike in the Crescent Iron 
works at Norfolk, Va., late in 1920. 
The labor union strategy was sim- 
ple. The outstanding obligations of 
the Crescent iron works were 
bought up and control thus having 
been gained, support was furnished 
through extension of credit and ac- 
tive co-operation of affillated 
branches of organized lapor. 

Mr. Davidson, who was one of the 

Originators of the idea, estimated 
today that his association saved 
more than $200,000 in cash in that 
contest, while the savings to its 
members were probably double that 
amount.

Daniels pointed out the naval reg- 
ulation which requires that officers, 
before selling manuscripts or mak- 
ing public information in their pos- 
session, must first submit a report 
to the naval intelligence.

McCann was a near neighbor of

To Organize Guild 
For Healing Sick 


Plan to Revive Practice 
of Healing Sick Through 
Instrumentality of Cler- 
gy Presented to Episco- 
pal Rectors. 


Seeking to establish among the 
clergy of the Episcopal church and 
the people generally a guild for 
the healing of the sick, Rev. Hen- 
ry B. Wilson. of Boonton, N. J. 
held a conference Wednesday. with 
Bishop H. J. Mikell, Dean Thomas 
S. Johnston and other prominent 
Episcopal clergymen. Mr. Wilson 
is the director of the Society of 
the Nazarene, and his visit to At- 
lanta is a rt of a tour of many 
southern «cities in which he will 
wage an educational campaign 
with reference to divine healing. 

The conference was held at the 
rectory of St. Philips cathedral, 
and it is understood that the plan 
for reviving the practice of healing 
the sick through instrumentality of 
the Christian clergy met instant 
favor among the local Episcopal 
clergymen, and it is believed that 
efforts will be made at once to 
form guilds to carry on the work. 
The membership in the Society of 
the Nazarene ig not confined solely 
to the Episcopal congregation, nor 
to the ministry, but is open to all. 

Mr. Wilson, who comes to Atlan- 
ta from San Antonio and Houston, 
Texas, and New Orleans, La., re- 
vorts that guilds have been formed 
in those cities, and it is believed 
that the movement will arouse 
great public interest in view of the 
visit last year of Rev. Charles 
Hickson, the divine healer of Lon- 
don, England, who created a great 
sensation with his demonstrations 
of divine healing. 


Ne Public Meetings. 


According to the statements of 
Rev, Wilgon, the Society of the 
Nazarene is founded upon the prin- 
ciple that God is as much inter- 
ested in the welfare of the human 
body as in the well being of the 
sul. The work of the ministers 
under the plans set forth by the 
Nazarene society, however, contem- 
vlates the healing of sickness by 
ministers and others in private, 
and not in a sensational , public 
manner. 

While believing that there is a 
great potency in the influence of 
mind over matter, Mr. Wilson 
states that the tenets of the So- 
ciety of the Nazarene differs chief- 
ly from Christian Science in that 
it acknowledges the existence of 
disease, which the Christian Sci- 
entists do not. 

The workings of the _ society, 
notwithstanding that many mar- 
velous cures are said to have been 
accomplished, are not claimed to 
be of miraculous origin. With ref- 
erence to this Mr. Wilson said: 

“We believe in a ministry of 
healing as well as a ministry of 
spiritual salvation. 

“We believe that Jesus gave 
us as definite a commission to heal 
the sick as He did to save souls. 
There is nothing miraculous about 
it. Jesus worked along natural 
laws. He never broke a law of 
nature? He didn’t heal unless 
faith was first awakened in His 
subject? There is nothing new 


About this. It seems new, but that 
Mis because it has been lost throu 


h 
the years. We seek to revive re 2 
itual healing among Christian peo- 
ple in all its primitive simplicity.” 


No Special Gifts. 


When asked if the Nazarene so- 
ciety was the same in principle as 
the teachings of Charles Hickson, 
the English healer, he said no, that 
Mr. Hickson claimed a special gift 
of healing; the society makes no 
such claim for any of its members. 

We have no ‘healers,’ so called, 
and no set of ‘healers,’” he contin- 


yued, “Every pastor in every church 


—and every layman, too, for that 
matter—we believe can heal with 
faith. The ministry has no power 
to save souls, it simply takes the 
lead and points out the way. At 
the same time a clergyman urges 
his people to help their fellow men 
3 Likewise it is but nat- 
ural that clergymen, following the 
teachings of Jesus, should lead the 
way in healing the body, and they 
may also urge their people in that 
direction. Our members can offer 


| Prayers of healing in their own 


homes. Sometimes they may need 
help, they may be weak, they may 
ask for the minister—just as in 
prayers for the spirit. 

We have guilds in every diocese 
in the United States, as well as 
Cuba, Forte Rico and the Philip- 
pines,” said Mr. Wilson.

December. 


During the month of December, 
1920, 452 arrests for making and 
selling liquor were made by the 
Atlanta police department, accord- 
ing to a' report received by Major 
James A. Fort, federal prohibition 
director, from Chief of Police James 
L. Beavers. The report also shows 


that 9,361 persons were bound over | 


to higher courts by the recorder 
for violating the prohibition laws 
during the year 1920. 

The monthly letter of Major Fort 
to sheriffs, chief of police and coun- 
ty policemen for January indicates 
that conditions are getting more fa- 
vorable for enforcement of prohi- 
bition laws during 1921. A report 
showing the activities of federal 
and state officials is mailed each 
month to arresting officers, and 


Major Fort states that it will be 


sent to any other persons on re- 
quest. 

The January letter is as follows: 

To Sheriffs, Chiefs of Police and County 
Policemen: With the beginning of the new 
year conditions seenf more favorable for the 
enforcement of the prohibition laws. 

A number of new men have assumed their 
duties as officials with a full knowledge 
of conditions as they exist in their counties, 
and what steps it will be necessary to take 
to improve these conditions, 

1920 was a political year, a year of high 
prices gnd a time of reaction, following the 
war. 1 of this made the enforcement of 
the prohibition laws more difficult. 

As many pressing issues of last year have 
been settled, the newspapers wil turn to 
other matters for their news, and it may 
reasonably be expected that a great deal 
of publicity will be given to the enforce- 
ment of the prohibition laws. Where bad 
conditions are brought to the public notice, 
improvement should follow now as it has 
in the past.

Saye Divereification 
‘Is the Remedy for 
The Cotton Situation 


Editor Constitution: I have noted 
with interest in recent issues of 
your paper Mr. Felker’s letters re- 
garding the, cotton situation. Dis- 
regarding the question of its mer- 
its, one thing about Mr. Felker’s 
plan is certain—it will not be put 
in effect. The idea of securing the 
enactment by all southern states in 
the period between now and plant- 
ing time of anz such laws and spe- 
cific amendments as he suggests is 
an absurdity and can be dismissed 
from consideration offhand. Any 
effort to secure such a result is 
time wasted. 

The history of cotton production 
for the past twenty-five years is 
cluttered up with the records of at- 
tempts to restrict production. They 
do not work, never have worked and 
never will work except when the 
price at planting time is low. For 
verification, see the records of 
prices and acreages. 

The cost of raising cotton is an 

ed figure, put by some 
at 25 cents, by others 
s a pound and over for 
Present crop. Whatever it may 
Pome thing is certain—it 18, be- 
ok our sinfully wasteful and 
economical methods of produc-

in Chinatown opium dens. He de- 
came fat and soggy and stupid. 
Those who remembered him in the 
days he was a bouncer in Silver 
Dellar Smith’s Essex street dance 


hall marveled at the change. In 
the old days as a bouncer he used 
to average ten fights a night and 
was ever the victor.

Monk was one of the few remaining 
leaders. His deeds were emblazon- 


ed with the deeds of Jack Sirocco, % 


Kid Twist, Humpy Jackson, Piggy 
Donovan, Jack Poggi, Little 
Solly and ohnny Spanish—and 
nearly all hve died as they lived, 
by the gun. Monk had no use for 
women. A Moll once turned him 
up to the district attorney and he 
ata a seven-year stretch up the 
river.

The remedy for our il) lies in di- 
versification, because that means 
maintenance of soil fertility and re- 


duced cost of production, Diversifi- 
cation has been preached year in 
and year out as a method of secur- 
ing a reduction in acreage and pro- 
duction and a consequent higher 
price for cotton, whereas the real 
benefit will accrue from a lowered 
cost of production. 


Diversification has to contend 
with two obstacles and an enemy. 
The obstacles are, fitst, Ignorance, 
and, second, lack of satisfactory 
market. The enemy is the recur- 
rent high prices of cotton. 

The first obstacle—ignorance— 
can be overcome only by a long 
course of education. Most farmers, 


especially negro farmers, know how 
to rafse cotton and corn and not 
much else. They are not going to 
take the trouble to learn unless 
they have to. They are not golng 
to raise much of anything else as 
long as they can make a satisfac- 
tory living on cotton, that is, as 
long as the price of cotton is right 
from their point of view. 2 
The second obstacle can be over - 
come if the business men in our 
rural towns put their minds to it. 
What we need is a system of ware- 
houses and buyers so developed that | 
a farmer an find a cash market for 
anything he wants to sell and a 
warehouse to store anything he 
wants to keep. Illustrations are to 
be found in the systems of sweet 
potato warehouses and country 
grain elevators which are now be- 
coming well established in certain 
sections. Heretofore the farmer 
has been able to find a ready mar- 
ket for cotton only and has had dif- 
ficult® in marketing anything else 
and this has been one of the prime 
reasons for his sticking to cotton. 
County Agent System. 


In regard to the enemy, I would 
say that I have occasion to travel 
more or less through the cotton belt 


and wherever I go and take up the 
matter of diversification with bus- 
inéss men, county agents, etc., they 
agree that the greatest obstacle to 
diversification is a high price for 
cotton. Let us have 10 cent cotton 
for three or four years and diver- 
sification will come with a rush. 
We probably won't have 10 cent 
cotton, and more's the pity, because 
if we could, in spite of the fact that 
the medicine would be frightfully 
unpleasant to the patient and the 
immediate effects might be very 
disagreeuble, as soon as ne got on 
his feet ne would be permanently 
better off and this benefit would 
come about in a very much shorter 
space of time than through the or- 
dinary slow process of development. 
On the other hand, let the price of 
cotton go back to 40 cents and di- 
versification will receive another 
blew and the permanent placing of 
our agriculture on a sound basis 
be that much delayed. 

What we need is a development of 
our county agent system to the 
point where the agent will be given 
the necessary assistance to enable 
him to give proper attention to the 
individual farmers. No agent can 
do this when he has from. 2,000 to 
3,000 farmers to help, as is often 
the case now. And along with the 
county agent should be a marketing 
agent, for no farmer will grow 
products that he cannot sell. If 
we persistently teach the farmer 
how to ralse products other than 
cotton and then enable him to sell 
them readily and profitably, our ag- 
riculture will adjust itself to a 
sound basis. This is no dream. The 
thing has been done, is being done 
now right in the south and what is 
needed is that it snall be universal. 

The merit of my suggestion—for 
which I claim nothing new—is that 
it can de put into effect—and in 
many cases been, by each indi- 
vidual far „ land owner and com- 
munity for him or itself, without 
waiting for the impossible aid and 
consent of a million or so other 
farmers or the impossible enactment 
of liberty restricting laws and con- 
stitutional amendments.

Editor Constitution: From time 
to time of late I have read with in- 
terest various news items and com- 
ments is The Constitution concern- 
ing the very important question of 
motor trucks and their relation to 
road wear. 

It seems that there is a marked 


tendency on the part of legisla- 
tures not only in and around At- 
lanta and the state of Georgia, but 
in other parts of the country as 
well, to feel that large capacity 
motor trucks, by virtue of their 
size, are destructive to the roads. 
They seem to feel that they are 
serving the best interests of the 
country by placing restrictions on 
the size of motor transport units. 

It occurred to me that people 
fail to realize that motor transpor- 
tation is now a recognized eco- 
nomic necessity—that there is a 
definite increasing mount of ma- 
terial that must be shipped by 
truck and.cannot be diverted to 
other agents. The roads of today 
have already failed in their effort 
to support present traffic. What 
will be the situation ten years 
hence if men in responsible posi- 
tions continue to look upon the 
problem through smoked glasses? 
Anyone at all familiar with the 
history of commerce knows that 
laws favoring short-sighted re- 
strictions can, at best, be but tem- 
porary. 

Almost 60 per cent of America’s 
perishable farm products are abso- 
lutely lost because of inadequate 
transport facilities. Do these 110,- 
000,000 people of the United States 
still hold that the axiom, “The 
greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber,” is sound? Are they finally 
going to vote to restrict the mo- 
tor truck’s economic development 
or to restrict uneconomic road 
building. 

The inadequate present day over- 
land motor haulage companies 
operating upon railroad schedules 
have already brought many mark- 
ed changes.

In southern California, since the 
beginning of the war, intercity mo- 
tor truck transports have in- 
creased at least 400 per cent. 

Seattle, Spokane, Portland and 
Tacoma in the extreme northwest 
are alive with motor truck trans- 
port companies, Likewise the 
states of Nevada, Arizona, Utah 
and Colorado are equipped even to 
ore carrying fleets. he south to- 
day frankly acknowledges its 

eat economic handicap in hay- 
ng to use light capacity trucks or 
no trucks, due to bad roads. Tre- 
mendous tonnage of farm products 
and manufactured goods gathered 
through this medium directly from 
the farm and factory has been a 
great assistance to the railroads 
already, but the motor truck will 
daily have to handle thousands of 
tons more in every staté before 
there is any perceptible relief. 

Has the small capacity truck 
held this intercity and suburban 
field against the economies of the 
large capacity truck for this pur- 
pose? Not any more than the old 
type 15-ton box car and the 60-ton 
engine has held out against the 
60-ton car with its accompanying 
150-ton locomotive. 

The inexorable law of commer- 
elal economics takes care of such 
‘natters in its effort to pay divi- 
dends to the very legislative 
stuckhollergs who persistently re- 
fuse to build a substantial base for 
the truce: that lays the golden egg. 

The day will come, regardless of 
opposition, when the states who 
held out for restrictive truck legis- 
lation will awaken to find that 
their backward step leaves their 
state years behind those who faced 
the situation squarely and prompt- 
ly adopted progressive measures. 

Sooner or later, many apparent- 
ly complex national] issues, policies 
and platforms will be built around 
the highways and the motor trucks 
and the sooner every voter becomes 
familiar with the basic economic 
nrinciples of commercial advance- 
ment, just that much sooner will 
we realize the long-wished-for 
agricultural and commercial sta- 
bility.

But let us not 
be too severe with the doctors; they 
are human, and who does not make 
mistakes? Moreover, the doctors at 
least venture an opinion. even 
though it may not prove correct; 
whereas, your new-fangled short- 
cut master of plausibility ventures 
nothing except the cost of the come- 
on literature he uses to draw trade. 

There are no characteristic 
symptoms by which even the most 
skilled of physicians can tell posi- 
tively that a patent has galistones, 
Even a series of X-ray pictures 
(mere fluoroscopic examination or 
having a look-in with the X-ray 
is practically useless) will show up 
gallstones in only a small share of 
cases in which they are present. 
Only when the stones happen to 
contain considerable calcium do 
they throw a shadow discernible in 
the X-ray picture; many galistones 
contain no caicium and give no 
shadows at all. So our friend, the 
quack who “sees your in’ards” with 
his wonderful X-ray.“ is merely a 
shrewd vulture preying on the easi- 
est marks in the world. The repu- 
table, skilled X-ray technician equip- 
ped with the very best apparatus at 
present available, can detect gall- 
stones In only 45 to 50 per cent of 
all cases in which they are actually 
present, so that the best available 
X-ray examination offers a fifty-fif- 
ty chance of clinching a diagnésis. 
Anyone who seeks an X-ray exami- 
nation for any condition without 
the advice of his physcian is just 
a plain spendthrift. It is incom- 
prehensible to me that people 
should be so thriftless, yet every 
little while some reader mails me a 
bundle of X-ray negatives of “my 
case,” evidently with the expecta- 
tion that the “wonderful X-ray” 
will so illuminate the problem that 
a mere glance at the, to me, mean- 
ingless daubs will show what is 
the matter. 


Organization Necessary 
For Cotton Reduction 


Editor Constitution: There isno 
better established truth than— 
prices are governed by supply and 
demand. No man doubts that if 


the supply of cotton was short of 
the consumptive demand the price 
would be relatively higher, and it 
is equally true that no agency can 
sustain high®prices it the supply is 
greater than consumption. Then, 
while government and bankers are 
working to encourage and broaden 
demand, the grower himself holds 
the most powerful expedient if he 
will use it—to limit the supply. 
This is clear, plain and beyond 
question. 

The force of circumstances win 
bring some reduction, 
reduction cannot be effe 
by some form of co-operative ac- 
tion. There is a lack of faith that 
cotton growers can organize for 
this co-operative action, because of 
such a mass of peonle involved— 
some responsible, others irrespon- 
sible. Another potent reason why 
it is hard to reduce cotton acreage 
lies in the fact that in many sec- 
tions of the -belt no nother gales 
crops are deevloped and the farmer 
sees no way to get cash and liqui- 
date indebtedness except through 
cotton. Any reasonable plan to 
bring about cotton reduction should 
look as well to marke for other 
sales crops, as well as the produc- 
tion of home supplies—some other 
means to get ‘money besides from 
cotton. 

I wish to submit the following 
idea which seems to me would 
eliminate some of the cumbersome 
features in organizing the cotton 
growers and relieve somewhat thé 
element of doubt which is so prev- 
Alent. It is built upon responsi- 
bility and would have the financial 
and economic pressure necessary 
to compel a general adherence. 

It is—place the burden on the 
land owners. Let the land owners 
assume the obligation that acreage 
restrictions be carried out on their 
lands by those working it in any 
relation. Then a successful co- 
operative action would rest for its 
consummation on avery much 
smaller number ‘of people. Most 
merchants and bankers are land 
owners and farmers and would 
give support to such a movement. 
Then the cont actors of 
Jand and eredit facilities would 
give direction te crop acreage. Of 
course we do not mean to elimi- 
nate the tenant; renter and 2 
per. On the other hand, they will 
share all the benefits of such a 
plan and their co-operation is 
needed and they would join hands. 
The idea above is to simplify or- 
ganization and to put the working 
basis of a sound machine on fewer 
people and overcome at least some 
of the difficulties in the way of 
securing control of our great crop 
in our own hands. So that I be- 
lieve that if the land owners would 
assume such obligations. backed by 
marcantile and banking interests, 
with the co-operation of ten ant 
which would be voluntary in a 
large measure—it will be much 
éasier to build a co-operative as- 
sociation than most of us have be- 
lieved. A condition hangs over us 
which cries for solution and needs 
some kind of constructive action 
before planting time. 

I suggest an organisation to 
conform with the “co-operative 
marketing law” Pp 15 ly, 
something like this: lan and 
tenant eligible to membership, 
county unit system, cotton ac 
control, capital stock (in | 
nominations) sufficient to p e 
warehouse facilities by next fall, 
stock non-transferable for a term

that the identity of the lots cannot 


be determined, the stock sold shall 
be applied against the earliest pur- 
chases first, and the excess realized 
over cost or over the fair market 
value, as of March 1, 1913, if pur- 
chased before that date, will repre- 
sent the profit returnable as in- 
come. The profit on stock sold 


end, as well as the profit on the 
asic shares, shall be measured by 
applying the cost of each share 
against the selling price; this is the 
measure of the profit, whether or 
not the stock dividend was paid out 
ot earnings or profits accrued since 
February 28, 1913. The determina- 
tion of the taxable profit is fixed 
by Article 1547 of Regulations 45, 
which reads as follows: 

“(1) In the case of stock (a) re- 
ceived as a dividend in 1913, 1914 
or 1915, out of surplus however cre- 
ated, or (b) received as a dividend 
in 1916 or subsequent years out of 
surplus other than earnings or prof- 
its accumulated since February 28, 
1913, the cost of each share of new 
stock is the quotient of the cost of: 
the old stock dividend by the num- 
ber of old and new shares added to- 
gether. 

“(2) In the case of the stock in 
respect of which any stock dividend 
was paid as described under (1), the 
cost of each share of old stock is 
similarly the quotient of the cost 
of the old stock dividend by the 
umber of old and new shares.” 

The United States supreme court 
has ruled (Macomber v. Eisner) that 
stock dividends are not income and 


therefore not taxable. Any stock 
dividend received after February 28, 
1913. is therefore free from taxa- 
tion; if taxes have been paid on 
such stock dividend, the taxpayer 
should file a claim for refund on 
the form provided for this specific 
purpose. 

(b) Very often common stock js 
received as a bonus with the pur- 
chase of preferred stocks or bonds. 


In such an event, the purchase price 
shall be fairly apportioned between 
the bonus stock and the securities 
purchased, in order to determine if 
possible the value of each, If this 
cannot be done, no profit will be 
deemed to have been made until the 
proceeds of salé shall exceed the 
total cost of the purchase or the 
fair market value, as of March 1. 
1913, if acquired before the date. 
In the case of exchanges, Article 
1566 of Regulations 45 reads as fol- 
lows: 

(a) “If property is exchanged for 
two different kinds of property, 
such as bonds and stock, the bonds 


having a market value and the 
stock none, the value of the bonds 
is to be compared with the cost or 
fair market value, as of March 1. 
1913, of the original property, as the 
cage may be. the market value of 
the bonds is less than such cost or 
value the difference represents the 
‘cost of the stock, f the market 
value of the bonds is greater than 
such cost or value, the difference is 
taxable income at the time of the 
exchange; and whenever sol the 
entire proceeds of the stock will be 
taxable.”

fair market value, as of March 1.

The bill also would provide for 
regular publication of data on coal 
production costs to be assembled 
by the federal trade commission, 
and authorize the president to deal 
in coal and take charge of its pro- 
duction and movement whenever he 
found “usual laws of trade in sus- 
pense.” | 

The act proposes a licensing sys-

ers and would impose heavy taxes 
on profits of sales by jobbers and 
brokers, the purpose being, Chair- 
man Calder explained, “to drive coal 
in a direct channel from producers 
to consumers.”

Chicago, January 12.—Organized 
baseball today swept the last ves- 
tige of disagreement from its ranks 
in a series of conferences ‘which 
brought signed. peace agreements 
not only between the major and 
minor leagues, but between individ- 
ual club ners who have vigorous- 
ly opposed each other in affairs of 
administration and policy. 

The two major leagues signed the 
new national agreement making 
Judge K. M. Landis baseball com- 
missioner with supreme powers and 
the minor leagues also signed an 
agreement with Judge Landis as 
their ruler, but it differed in one 
empowering word from that sign- 
ed by the majors. This difference, 
it developed, was due to a misun- 
derstanding in the joint meeting of 
drafting committees yesterday when 
the agreeemnt was drawn up and 
it was announced that the,minors 
later would sign an agreement iden- 
tical with the one approved by the 
major organizations. 

Besides signing the national 
agreement, the individual major 
league club owners affixed their 
signatures to a contract in. which 
they agreed not to publicly criti- 
cise each other or talk about one 
another and to accept any deci- 
sion made by Judge Landis regard- 
less of their personal opinion of it. 

Have Full Power. 

The signing of the new national 
agreement brought a sharp state- 
ment ‘from Judge Landis concern- 
ing the powers he must have and 
led to erroneous reports. that he 
hal issued an ultimatum giving the

The rate quoted on the exchange floor is made by the large Wall 
street banks which specialize in that kind of business. 

These bankers are of the belief that the money situation appears 
on the surface, that is as reflected by the easier tendency of call 
loans to be easier than it really is. Our best bankers here are of the 
belief that a wild upward price movement on the stock exchange at 
this time would quickly make trouble in the money market, and would
